Boxers of the general build and
welght of Carpentler have in the past
performed wonders in the roped square.
Jem Mace, the first world's heavy-
welght champion to retire undefeated,
welghed no more than the present
Kuropean champlon, although a bit
stockler in construction.

Tom BSayers, who won the Eng-
lish heavyweight champlonship at 160
pounds, was shorter than Carpentier
and more slender. Mace und Hayers [
were both clever boxers, and Mace was |
a hard hiter. {

Charlie Mitchell, one of the Llest|
toxers In England's history, never
woighed more than 1686 pounds, He
was a well proportioned athlete, and
in his contests showed speed, skill and
hitting power.

To move along to eonsideration of
modern specimens of the genus, Cor:
bett, while welghing more than Car-
pentier, resembled the Frenchman in
